Clever Ruse to Entrap the Unwary— 
Poor Widow Duped. 


A particularly desmeable kind of 
fraud has been invented by ingeni- 
ous swindlers in connection with the 
inquiries for missing relatives pub- 
lished in newspapers of to~day. Many 
people hive probably noticed that at 
the head of the “Missing Relative” 
column a notice is gencrally printed 
to the effect that those making in- 
quiries are advised not to forward 
Pecuniary assistance to persons who 
may reply to the same, until it has 
been definitely ascertained that the 
applicants are the persons actually 
soucht for, 

The necessity for this warning is 
amply illustrated by a case which 
came under the notice of the writer 
recently. A poor yidow. living in the 
North of -Engla asked a well- 
known London newspaper to publish 
n description ‘of her son, who” had 
been missing for over'15 years. This 
was done. and, to the woman's great 
delicht. she’ reesived a ‘letter written 
from the East End of London a few 
davs after the publication of the de- 
tails, in which the writer stated that 
he was well aconzinted with the por 
Fon about whom ashe inquired. 

“Kind Straneer.” 

The letter went on to say. how- 
ever, that the son was in very poor 
cirewmstances, In {net, he was prac. 
tienlly destitute. awine to miefortune 
and ill-health, His fnilure had made 
him ashamed to send home. slthouch 
he (the writer of the letter) knew 
that the son would be only too elad 
to return to his mother if he had the 
means to do so. 

Then followed the sverestion that’ 
the widow should send the cost of 
Tailwav fare and a few shillines for 
general expenses to hee son, care of 
the writer, who would seco that he 
started for the north aa soon as the 
money was received. 

All unsuspecting the widow man- 
aged to rct £3 tocether. and thia she 
sent to the “kind straneer,” who, of 
course, had never scen her son, and 
of whom she had heard noth'ge more. 
It was only after she had cSmmuni- 
cated with the police that she learned, 
through them, how she and others 
had been swindled by this trick.

Judge Receives Threatening Letter--Severe Charge, 


From the Bench--“‘Le Soleil” Fined For Contempt 
oF Court--Judge Declares Mining Depart- 
ment Was Neglected--Was No 

Maltiversation.  — 





Quebec, June 3.—The disagreement 
of the jury in the Asselin libel: case 
Saturday and their immediate dis- 
missal by the judge was po surprise, 
for as the judge himself declared in 
addressing the jury, caze had as- 
sumed quite a political character for 
some time past, or ever since the cor- 
respondence concerning subscriptions 
to an alleged electoral fund came out 
in evidence. 

The Government and its friends 
claim that the jury stood nine for 
conviction and three for acquittal. 
Asselin’a friends assume to know 
that the twelve jurymen were equally 
divided in opinion. The defence con- 
sider the disagreement to be a success, 
and Aasolin’s friends in court crowd- 
ed around him alter the jury had been 
dismissed to shake hands ‘and con- 
gratulate him. 

Sensational tncident. 

The most sensational incident of the 
day was the court's statement that it 
had received threatening letters during 
the trial. Judrq Bosse did’ not relate 
this fact to the jury. but only after 
th> latter had retired to consider. its 
verdict and when the judge proceeded 
to take up the’ rule against Le Soleil 
newspaper for contempt of court in 
intervening in the ease and attacking 
lawrare and witnesses.-For this of- 
fence Mr. Dhellencourt. the respon- 
sible editor, was fined $50, though his 
friends declared publicly, after the 
court adjourned, that Premier Gouin, 
Attorney-General. who was in court 
himself during the proceedings, had 
assured them that the fine would be 
immediately remitted by his depart- 
ment. 

Everybody Attacked. 

Tm denling with this case Judge 
Bosse said that a regular teinpest 
seemed to have blown over the city 
since the trial commenced. Everybody 
had been attacked. including lawyers 
and witnesses, and even the court it- 
self. He had been threatened by an 
fnonymous letter to be cited before 


Parliament and even to lose hia pen- |) 


sion if he did not chance his method 
of conducting the case. It might seem 
incredible, but it was true. 

The letter he received said: 

“We are in power at Quebec and 
in Ottawa, and if you do not change 
your attitude we will cite you be- 
fore Parliament and will make you 
lose both your salary and your pen- 
sion.” 

He explained that he had not read 
this before the jury because he did 
not wish it to influence them. 

No Chance For Agreement. 

The court spoke for an hour and a 
half and the jury, which retired at 
11.30, returned into court at 12.45 and 
declared they could not agree, even 
if locked up for a year. They were 
then discharged. The charge was no 
moderate one. Tho court expressed 
the belief that the case should ‘never 
have come before it, but have cone to 
the civil courta. He had done his best 
to prevent it coming, but the crown 
had insisted. 

He declared that the evidence prov- 
ed neglect of the mining department 
by the Minister, though he was busy 
with colonization matters at the timo 
and not perhaps personally to blame. 
Newertheless the facts were proved. 
As for Mr. Turgeon his character was 
left intact. and there waa no malver- 
sation against Mr. Prevost, — either 
Proven or charged.

A GOOD SADDLE. 


Except In the South and West, Most 
Riders Taky What !s Offered. 

A well known’ horseman in speaking 
of the sport of riding in the United 
States recently said: 

“Although there are a2 number of 
good riders In this country, very few 
men, except in the west and south, 
scein to know or care much aboat the 
saddle—that Ix, the way It Is built. 
They simply take what their dealer 
gives them. In England it is usual for 
riders to have their saddics made to 
order, and they generally know what 
to order too, 

“A goal saddle fits both the horse 
and the man. It should be roomy evr- 
erywhere and especially so In the pan- 
els if you are heavy, The throat shoukl 
not be so narrow as to cause palin or 
so wide as to wabbie. Plain flaps are 
most comfortable and businesslike. A 
felt pad or at least a good gaddiccioth 
should always be used, and to give a 
trim appearance it should be cut to the 
outlines of the saddle. It should be 
frequently washed and sunaned. Str- 
Tups should be open, wide and bears, 
so that the fect can be readily freed in 
case of a spill 

“A proper fitting saddle will stick 
with very loose girths, and you can 
find where it fits by walking the borse 
around a few mifutes before mounting 
with the girths unbockled. The horse 
will shift the saddle to the exact place 
where it is most comfortable. When 
through with your ride, remove. the 
saddle at once and bathe the back with 
cold water, following this, If possible, 
with an alcohol shampoo,” < 








A Dangerous Precedent.

Mobile’s Regulation of Bakeries Early 

in the Last Century. 4 
In the latter haif of the seventeenth 
and the early part of the eighteenth 
centuries the regulation of the price of 
bread by public authority was a famil- 
lar principle In the English colonies of 
America. In New Haren, for Instance, 
the weight of the penny loaf was regu 
Inted by law about 1000, and in 106 
the Massachusetts. general court also 
provided a regular assize,. fixing the 
weight .of the Joaf according to the 
prite of flour. At various times dur- 
ing the Orst quatter of the eightecuth 
century the sclectmen of Boston ilke- 
wise performed this duty. 
It &s Interesting, howerer, to note 3 
survival or perhaps a revival of ihis 





this time was composed of 
English and Irish elements. 
On April 4 following, three weeks after 
the organization of the municipal gov- 
erament,"a “tariff for bakers,” or as- 
size of bread, was drawn up by the 
commissioners (the gorerning body of 
the town) and procialmed in English 
and in French. This Oxed the weight 
of the loaf for the ensuing month In 
accordance with the price of flour. In- 
stead of changing the price of bread 
it was more conrenlent to make the 
loaves lighter or beavier as the price of 
flour rose or fell. On May 2, 1514, the 
weight of the bit loaf (Uhe bit being a 
coln worth 12% cents) was fixed at 
twenty-cight ounces, and the weight of 
the balf bit loaf was Ozed at fourteen 
ounces, 

On July 8, 1815, Mr. Martin. the Lak- 
er, appeared before the board and paid 
the’sum of $10, a fine Inflicted on him 
for baving his bread too light, one-half 
of which suin was pald to the police 
officer. On Jan. 24, 1S17, a regular 
scale of welghts forthe bit loaf was 
adopted. § 

Beginning May 3, 1817, the assize of 
bread was proclaimed weealy instead 
of monthly, as before, and this system 
was continued for a little wore thau 
two years. The recounts do not show 
that the assize was proclaimed after 
1819, but the town conplaed to exer- 
cise a control over the Musiness of bak- 
Ing. Every baker was required to 
procure a Hcense and to register Lis 
trademark, which wax stamped on his 
loaves, A public hakebouse was alxo 
established and seems to have been 
managed In the same way that munici- 
pallues control public markets, the 
bakers renting the stalls from the town 
and being subject to inspection. Ax 
late as 1826 In the annual statement of 
the city clerk the following entry oc- 
curs In the statement of recelpts dur- 
Ing the year: “Sales of condemued 
bread, $1.87."—Quarterly Journal of 
Economica.

_ HOLDING A CAM 


Some Practical Suggestions to the He- 
ginner In Photography. 

One of the most important lessons 
for a beginner to learn fs to hold the 
camera in the proper position during 
exposure. \Whencver there are corners 
of buildings or other objects whick 
give vertical lines the camera must be 
beld absolutely level. If this is’ act 
done, the building In the picture wit 
appear to be falling elther backward 
or forward, according to the way im 
which the camera was tilted, } 

‘Thére are times, howerer, when ths 
camera way be Ulted to an advantage. 
In some cases it Is an absolute neces- 
sity. For example, In photographs of 
clouds, waterfalls, balloons, etc. the 
cainera may point upwanl, while ; 
taking pictures of people swimming. 
or bathing, children at work or play, 
etc. It may be pointed downwanl. 

Very successful _ photographs of 
prominent speakers, parades, crowds, 
etc.. bnve been taken when the camera 
was upside down. It makes no differ- 
ence In the negative whether the cam- 
era Is right side up or not. By bolding 
the camera Ip the way suggested many 
a photographer has sétured good ple- 
tures, while others who tried to use 
the camera in the usual way made ab- 
solute failures, 

Often by holding the camera by the 
side of the body and pointing it. back- 
ward one may secure pictures of chil- 
dren at play and of. older people in 
natural poses without the knowledge 
of aay members of the group. 

Another warning to beginners is nee 
essary. Do not try to take a time ex- 
posure while holding the camera in the 
hand. Even if tho camera is held 
against the breast and respiration stop- 
ped the action of the heart is sufficient 
to cause the box to vibrate and spol 
the picture.

Serious Actident In Detroit River— 
Selwyn Eddy Goes Down. 

Detroit, Mich., June 3.—-The steam- 
er Selwyn Eddy, one of the Shaw-

The 
hide after being tanned was stuffed, 
painted red and suspended in the chicf 
temple of the capital It remained 
there for many years and was the 
popular spectacle for holiday makers 
and visitors from the country. But it 
was put to more important ends than 
this, It was made a diplomatic engine 
of much significance and efficiency, In 
after times it often happened that the 
Roman enroys at the Persian court 
had misunderstandings more or lesa 
serious with the gorernment to which 
they were te:nporarily accredited. 
When these ainbassadors from Rome 
grew arrogant In thelr demands, it was 
the custom to conduct tuem Into the 
presence of the stulfed skin of the ex- 
emperor of Rome, whero they were 
asked If humility did not become them 
at sicht of such a spectacle.

Case For the State Opened By Hawley—Says Crime 

Was Result OF Conspiracy--Cannot Prove Haywood 

Threw Bomb--Will Prove He Was An Accessory, 
and As Such, A Principal. 





Boise, Juno 5.—Boise turned out a 
crowd for the real opening of the Hay- 
w trial: At 9.45 Hawley began 
without flourish. 

“It ig now my duty,” he said, “to 
state the theory on which this case 
rests. I shall ‘not go into details, be- 
cause we believe that the jury should 
weigh the evidence as it is present- 


After reciting the crime committed 
at Caldwell, Hawley. an dealing 
with the persons involved. 

“Frank Steunenberg was the best 
known man in the State of Idaho, 
said Hawley. “He had been Governor 
of this state.” 

W.. D. Haywood, C. H. Moyer, Geo. 
A. Pettibone and Harry Orchard were 
members of the western faction of 
miners. 
“I wish to call attention to the 
charge. The indictment charges that 
the defendant, Haywood, exploded the 
bomb that killed Frank Steunenberg. 
But we do not expect to prove that 
he or his associates wero present in 
Caldwell or that he actually threw 
that bomv.”  . 

Accessory Is a Principal. 
The chief prosecutor explained the 
law of Idaho which makes an acces- 
sory a principal, and said that the 
law compelled the direct charge. As 
awley was reaching the substance 
of his case, Haywood gave strict nt- 
tention to his remarks and never re- 
moved his eyes from the lawyer. 
“We expect to prove,””. continued 
Hawley, “that this crime was the 
result of n conspiracy in the Western 
Federation of Miners and that the 
leaders of the Western Federation of 
Miners are responsible to the law. 
“We will show that the Western 
Federation of Miners, as an organiza- 
ion, became a fact in 1803. Prior 
to that time throughout the west thore 
were various labor organizations in 
the mining camps. In that year these 
unions we reconsolidated. The head- 
Quarters of this federation is in Den- 
vor. Ostensibly the organization is 
governed by a convention which meets 
only once a year. The absolute icon- 
trol of the entire body is placed in 
the hands of a few men and the chief 
officers. are the president and sccre- 
tary-treasurer.”” 

Witnesses Examined. 

Eight witnesses were examined be- 
fore adjournment. 
. F. Wayne, who passed outward 
through the gate 20 minutes before 
Steunenburg was blown up, told of 
the explosion and the shocking con- 
dition of the victim when he, re- 
sponding to Mrs. Steunenberg’s calla, 
had ran to him. s 
John C. Rice, N. 8. Ellis and A. 
Ballentine, residents of Caldwell, 
traced Orchard about the téwn at 
various times before and after the 
crime. 
Julian Steunenberg, son of the dead 
governor, told of meeting Orchard 
then known as Richard. at the rail- 
road station at Caldwell, three days 
before the crime, and telling him in 
answer to hia enqiry, that his father 
would be home on the following Fri- 
day. He said that he was on his way 
home with his uncle, and was two 
blocks behind his father when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 
The defence objected to pradtically 
all the day's testimony except that 
relating to the death of Bteunenberg, 
on the ground that it was immaterial 
and in no way connected with the dé- 
len 
“It is expected that Orchard will be 
brought from -the penitentiary to take 
the stand to-day.

Giving Medicine to the Children. 

+ Druge are obnoxious enough even. in 
the most palatable form, and the wise 
mother will take care to present the 
bitter dose in eas attractive a way as 
possible. It ts easy for some children 
to take medicine, but to others there is 
au Inherent dislike for gen the name. 
It is cruel to force tle disagrecable 
dose down the chikl'a throat; It 1s 
equally foollsh to bribe the ittle pa- 
tlent into “taking It lke a man.” Most 
mothers know the trick of disguising 
powders and bills in a spoonful of pre- 
serves and of mixing mediclue with 
regular nourishment, such as milk, for 
instance, but these methods are not ad- 
visable. The child takes a disliko to 
the motion and later refuses to take 
not only his medicine, but also his 
nourishment, I know of one little lady 
who to this day can hardly refrain 
from leaving the table when preserved 
cberries are a part of the menu simply 
because her mother always concealed 
her childish dopes in the heart of a 
nice ripe red cherry. * 

Holding the nose while the medicine 
is in the mouth overcomes the extreme 
ly bad taste of the drug, or if a bit of 
leo fs held on the tongue before the 
medicine ts taken the sense of taste is 
Dlunted for the tlme being. Medicine 
droppers are invaluable In giving meid!- 
cine to bhbles. Selidlits powders are 
somewhat improved by belng mixed 
with crushed Ice and a few drops of 
lemon juice. Castor olf may be made 
palatab!c by molstening*the sides and 
edgea of the glass with lemon juice, 
Pouring in two or three teaspoonfuls of 
the julce, adding the required amount 
of ofl and putting fn another dram ot 
the lemon juice, Prepare one or tie 
half Inch cubes of dry bread, and or 
the top of each cube sprinkle a gen 
ous pinch of salt.

CARE OF SEWING MACHINE. 


What to Do When Things Don't Work 
Together For Geod. 

There are but three important parts 
to the common double thread machine, 
the needle, the shuttle and the feed. _ 

In cleaning a sewing machine use 2 
small screwdriver, a stick about the 
size of a lead pencil, with a long slen- 
der point, a piece of cotton cloth and 
some machine oil. fs 

In taking 2 machine apart do not go 
at {t in a hapbazard way, but com- 
mence at one side and work toward 
the other side, taking off everything as 
You go that needs cleaning. 

Have a table with plenty of room. 
and as fast as the pieces are removed 
lay them there In the order in which 
they were removed. 

Be particularly careful not to lose 
any of the small screws, for they are 
frequently of such a thread that you 
cannot get a duplicate. A 

After you have taken off the sma! 
parts carefully clean the body of tho 
machine. _ f

In oiling the machine use none but 
the very best oll, It is a good idea 
once In awhile to use a little kerosene.

Premier Bond's Belligerency Not Seen

that the treatment of Newfoundland 
had been 2 gross huniliation. 

Occasionally one.or other delegates 
made a neat home thrust at one an- 
other. Thus Laurier had been speak- 
ing eloquently against the restrictions 
on the importation of Canadian cattle 
when Lloyd-George remarked: “We 
fought it very hard when we were in 
opposition,” and Laurier retorted: 
“Fight it hard then now you are in the 
Government.” 

It appears Laurier was the month- 
piece of the opposition to Deakin's 

ropoaal for full publicity, Sir Wil- 
rid Lauricr stating that “if every- 
thing is recorded here and at the end 
the conference is published with re- 
solutions, I think the object desired 
will be satisfactorily served.” 

Laurier also emphasized the right 
of minister other than Premiers to 
participate in the proceedings. 

Deakin’s speech takea up a huge 
proportion of the debate on the pref- 
erence question. 

With reference to the’ all-red route 
Laurier e of the necessity of a 
liberal subsidy, adding: “I am pre- 
pared to say that the Government of 
Canada would ‘have to contribute lib- 
erally, perhaps more liberally than 
others, because it would have to con- 
tribute both to the Atlantic and the 
Pacific routes.”

CANADIAN FISH TRADE. 


Government wilt iE adeaver te Build 
P- 

Ottawa, June 5.—The Department of 
Railways and Canals is convinced 
that if.some system of co-operation 
can be devised between the fishermen 
and the consumers of fish, there is no 
reason why a very remunerative trade 
should not be built up between the 
Maritime Provinces and Ontario. The 
Department of! Marine and Fisheries 
has been asked to send an expert to 
the fish consuming sections of western 
Ontario, with a view. of ascertaining 
how much fish the market can take 
care of and what the prospects are 
for the development of the trade. 

In view of the fact that New York 
State has within a few years built up 
a trade in fish by means of cold stor- 
age on the railways, which totals six’ 
millions dollars a year, it is felt that 
there ix no reason why the Maritime 
Provinces of Canada, which produce a 
much better article, should not be 
able to secure a very valuable mar- 
ket in Ontario, and eventually as far 
a8 Manitoba.

He tes- 
tified as to the presence.of Orchard 
and Simpkina in Nampa in 190. 

_A. Ztinkey, another hotel keeper of 
Silver City, Idaho, identified a regis- 
ter t6 show the presence of Simpkins 
at Silver City on November 8, 1905. 

C..H. Wentz, bookkeeper for a min+ 
ing company at Wardner..Idaho, iden- 
tified 2 photograph of Simpkins and 
his handwriting on the register. 

Guy Wright, of Nampa, testified 
that he met Orchard and Simpkins a$ 
Caldwell in the fall of 1905. 

Orchard Takes Stand. 

Orchard was called to the stand at 
9.42 o'clock. Mr. Hawley at once bo- 
gan his direct examination. Orchard 
said that he had been held on a 
‘charge of murder since January 1, 
1906. He said he was born in Ontario 
and had been knowh as Orchard for 
11 years. His real na:ne was Alfred 
Hansley. 

He beeame a member of the Wei- 
tern Federation of Miners in 1899 
while at work as a mucker at a mine 
in’ Burke. 

Mr: Hawley took Orchard’ through

Haywood’s glances as he testified. 
Born tn Northumberland. 

“I was born in Northumberland 
County, Canada, in 1266," said Or- 
chard, “and am therefore 41 years old. 
Harry Orchard is not my true name. 
I have gore by that name for about 
eleven years. My true name ia Alfred 
Horsley. I came to the United States 
in 1896, first to Spokane, where I re- 
mained a week. I went‘ to Wallace, 
Idaho, in March or April, 1896. [ first 
worked for Markel Brothers, driving 
a milk wagon, and remained there un- 
til about Christmas, 1896. I then went 
toa wi and coal yard in Burke, 
Idaho, and was engaged in that busi- 
ness until the spring of 1899, and on 
my own account for two yeara. In 
1293 I sold a half interest in the busi- 
Ress to Mr. MéAlpine. My buriness 
in Canada was making cheese.” 

Union to Hang Superintendent. 

“On the morning of April 29, 1899; 
when I got through breakfast, I waa 
told there was a special meeting of 
the Miners’ Union and everybody was 
expected to be present. I went to the 
meeting.” 

Mr. Richardson objected again and 
was overruled.

One of’ the proudest monuments to 
the memory of that benevolent despot, 
Peter the Great, is the Imperial 1- 
brary of Russia, established by him in 
1714. Present ranking places It third 
among the world’s great llbraries, pre- 
ceeded only by the National library at 
Paris and that of the British museum 
at London. It contains a million and a; 
half volumes and 26.000 manuscripts, : 
The most important accession It ever 
recelyed was probably at the time of 
the suppression of the Society of Jesus 
fn Russia, when most of tho Jesuit 
collections were transferred to the im- 
perial library. Among them was the” 
famous collection of Count Zaluski, 
consisting of 260,000 volumes and 10,- 
600 manuscripts, which bad been In- 
stalled at the Jesuit college In Warsaw. 
The most important manuscript In the 
Ubrary is the “Codex Sinaiticus” df the 
Greek Bible, brought to Rassia by Pro- 
fessor Tischendorf in 1859 from the 
Convent of St. Catharine on Mount 
Sinal—New York Tribune.

‘The Time When the Earth Will Be 
Fully Peopled. 

Professor Rarenstein of the Royal 
Geographical society estimates that 
the fertile lands of the globe amount 
to 28,000,000 square miles, the steppes 
to 14,000,000 and the deserts to 1,000,- 
000. 

Fixing 207 persons to the square mile 
for fertile lands, ten for steppes and 
one for deserts as the greatest popula- 
tion that the earth could properly 
nourish, the professor arrives at the 
conclusion that when the number of 
inhabitants reachey about 6,000,000,000 
the earth will be peopled to fts full 
capacity. At present it contains some- 
what more than one-quarter of that 
number, 





If the rate of Increase shown by the. 


latest census statistics should be unl- 
formly maintaincd, Professor Raven- 
stein shows that the globe would be 
fully peopled about the sear 2072. 





The Father of West Point. 

George Washington myst be given 
the credit of causing the Orsat steps to 
be taken toward the founding of a na- 
tional military academy. In 1704, while 
serving his second term as president, 
Washington succeeded in having con- 
gress create the crade of cadct In the 
army. West Point was chosen as the 
best army post at which cadets could 
be trained, for the reason that it was 
then the most Importart station of the 
artillerists and engineers. The cailets 
of those days did not pass entrance 
examinations, and the standard of pro- 
ficiency In ‘studies did not amount to 
the tenth part of what is exacted now- 
adays. A smattering of engineering. 
mathematics and artillery practice was 
all that was deemed necessary. — St. 
Nicholas, 





Lucknow’s Great Hall. 

Connected with the Mohammedan 
mosque at Lucknow, India, is the lar- 
gest room in the world without col- 
umns, being 102 feet long, 54 feet wide 
and 53 feet high. It was bailt during 
the great famine in 1784 to supply 
work for a starving people. It is a 
' solkt mass of concrete of simplo form 
and still simpler construction. In its 
erection a mold or framework of tim- 
ber and brick several feet In thickness 
was first made, which was then filled 
with concrete. The concrete was al- 
lowed about a year to set and dry, 
when the mold was removed. Al- 
though the building has been standinz 
so long, It fs sald to show no signs of 
decay or deterioration.

Before 
that nails were made by hand, aud 
their manufacture was a householk! in- 
dustry.

Orchard Became Jealous. 


Orchard said he went to Scott first 
use he had not been paid for his 
work at the Vindicator mine, and he 
was jealous because he was given 
hard work like the Vindicator mine 
job, whereas other men were assign- 
ed the simple job of train-wrecking 
by displacing rails. More crimes, 
great and small, were added to Or- 
chard’s record yesterday, The Crip- 
ple Creek woman with whom he com- 
mitted bigamy had three sony; Or- 
chard stole high-grade ore from a 
messmmate; he stole two cases of pow: 
der from the Vindicator mine; he 
stole powder to make one of the bombs 
thrown into the Vindicator coal pile, 
and he lied. 

The defence endeavored in various 
ways to throw doubt and improbabil- 
ity around Orchard’s whole Vindica- 
for mine story, and the alleged con- 
nection of W. F. Davis and William 
Easterly with the affair, and the cir- 
cumstances under which Orchard 
testified that he met Moyer and Hay- 
wood, and was paid for the commis- 
sion of the crime. It also tried to 
discredit Orchard’s story, that he wos 
sent back to Cripple Creek with un- 
limited credit and orders to com: 
mit any act of violence that he cared 
to. They ‘confronted Orchard with 
Easterly an’? Owen Barnes and pav- 
ed the way for the contradiction by 
them of the story told by Orchard. 

Counsel flared up several times dur- 
ing the day, and in the last passage- 
atearms Mr. Howley said that) Mr. 
Richardson told a falsehood when he 
intimated that Orchard was a. fixed 
witnesa, 

The trial will go on to-day, and 
cross-examination of Orchard, who 
has been on the stand three days, will 
be concluded. 

When Orchard again took the stand 
yesterday he said he had neglected 
to give the name of his sixth sister, 
Minnie Horsicy, who married a man 
named Rogera and who lived in New 
York State.

Inquest on South Mountain 
Farmer Opened Yesterday. 





Conflict of Evidence In Mysterious 
Case—Dead Man's Housokesper 
Tells of Finding His Body—Niece 


Says He Spoke of Being a Disgrace 
—Thought He. Intended Suicide— 
Jury Not Unanimous.

Rubber Pavement. 

Probably no substance ts adapted te 
m greater variety of uses than rubber, 
but its applications are restricted by 
the Limited supply and high cost. 
Among the purposes for which it has 
great advantages, but fs not ilkely to 
be extenalvely employed, is that of pav- 
Ing rondways. A rubber pavement laid 
at a London rallway station in 1881 _ 
Wax In 1902 worn down to five-cighths © 
of an Inch In its thinnest place. Not- 
withstanding the scarcity of the ma- 
terlal the cost was less than three 
times as great as that of wood, and Its 
Ufe bas been more than twenty years 
Instead of the four years which the 
wool or asphalt would bave endured.

One difficulty in the raising of natu- 
ral ludigé ts that the seed of the Jaya 
plant does not usually germinate satis- 
factorily owing to Its podtessing a*cu- 
ticle’ which is impermeable to water.

Toronto, June 13.—Following .a 
quarrel with Edward Wandle over o 
woman, John Boyd bought a revol- 
ver and, forcing his way into an up- 

er room’ of Wandle’s restaurant,” on 

‘ork street, where Wandle was. hid- 
non deliberately shot him. The tra- 

ly occurred about 2.15. Boyd left 
the place and was arrested a few 
minutes later on York York strect, 
when he quictly handed the revolver 
over to the police. He is charged with 
murder. Coroner G. W. Graham open- 
ed_an inquest this morning. — - 

The trouble, which culminated in the 
shooting, is said to have been brew- 
ing for some days. Yeaterday morn- 
ing, about 11 o'clock, Boyd went to 
the restaurant looking for the woman 
in the case. She is white. but has 
been living with Boyd for two or 
three years. Boyd got into an alter- 
cation with Wandle, and was ejected. 
Wandle followed him on hia wheel. 
and, hailing P. ¢. Latremoville, told 
him that Boyd was annoying him. 
The constable offered to urrest Boyd 
but Wandle would not press tye.mat- 
ter. 

Boyd Came Back. 

Boyd was again at the restaurant 
thortly after noon) 

Several people had dropped into the 
place. Wandlo was busy with dinner 
when Boyd watked hurriedly into the 
store, looked round ‘nnd called -ozt: 
“Whore is my wife?” 

With that Wandle came from  be- 
hind a curtain jin the rear, but- im- 
mediately went back. Boyd follows! 
and had hot words with the propric- 
tor for fully 10 or 15 minutes. He thea 
left in anger. 

At 3 o'clock, or thereabouts, he re- 
turned. Wandle saw hin and dashed 
through the door leading to the hall- 
way, just south of his place of busi- 
ness. He ran to the top of the first 
stairs, turned, and went up the stairs 
leading to the second flat. 

At the first open door, where Mra. 
Tsaacs has three rooms, he took refuge, 
in an inner apartment, crouching un- 
der a table. Boyd came up to the top 
floor excitedly and forced his way in- 
to the inner-room, where his victim 
crouched, trembling with fear, and a 
shot was heaed. 

Boyd walked calmly down tho stairs, 
out to the doorway, where he paused 
to roll a cigarette. Out into the street 
he went, towards a lane. 

First Shot Fatal. 

Wandle was struck in the neck, just 
above the collar-bone,. and was in- 
stantly killed. He fell jn the doorway. 
Another bullet lodged in the wall to 
the Jeft of the doorway. 

Little is ‘known of Boyd, excopt 
that he is said to have come from 
Indianapolis three or four yeurs ngo. 

Wandle was a man cf good charac- 
fer. He came to the city with his-wife 
from Whitby ntore than twenty years 
az0. 

Upon Boyd, when he waa scarehed, 
was found a Crown Bank book, show- 
ing a balance to his credit of $10.50, 
and a withdrawal yesterday, of $10, 

Second-Hand Revolver. 

Boyd, purchased the revolver with 
which the shooting was done at BSin- 
ger’s second-hand xhop, at Queen and 
York streets, for $3, going from there 
to the Warren Syorting Goods store, 
where he purchased a box of cart 
ridges. Ho axked the clerk who wait- 
ed on him to load the revolver, which 
wna not done. All chambers of) the 
revolver, a cheap German fire-shoot- 
er, were fouled, but no empty shells 
were found,

Work of Commission Has Had Con- 
siderabje Effect. 

Ottawa, June 12.—The returns of 
the life insurance companies for the 
year 1906, ua furtished to the Depart- 
ment of Finance, shows that the 
commission of enquiry in Canada and 
in the States into insurance methods 
and the uncertainty created thereby 
laa reacted to a considerable degree 
upon the business, not alone of the 
American companies, but of the Cana- 
dian companies ns well. 

The amount of new insurance taken 
up last year in the Canadian compan- 
jes was $62,699,343, which represents 
a decrease of $4,239,799. as against 
1905, The business of the American 
companies, however, is even worse hit. 
Tho new jnsurancy effected by them 





last year waa $22,003,484, which is- 


$6,392,831 leas than it was the year 
before.

Economical Marmalade. 

The housekeeper who practices econ- 
omy from necesalty and whose family 
Is fond of orange marmalade as well 
as of the fresh fruit has solved the 
problem of making excellent marma- 
lade at a Iittle leas than half the cost 
of the same bought ready made. She 
saves the peel from the oranges caten 
by the family in ap alr tight box until 
she has enough to make when cut in 
tery fine strips, with all the white In 
ner pith removed with a sharp knife, a 
pint or a little over. The oranges are 
to be peeled dry—that fs, all the peel- 
ing removed before the Inner skin fs 
broken—and these dry skins will keep 
in a cool place two weeks without 
molding. When’ she bas enough six 
large navel oranges and three food 
lemons are purchased, There cost at 
this season of the year 18 cents for the 
oranges and 5 cents, or at the most € 
cents, for the lemons. This fresh frult 
ix cut iu two, and with a sharp pen- 
knife the pulp of tho fruit fs removed 
without any .of the fine inner skin 
which divkies It Into acctions. There 
wilt be some juice left In the frult, but 
this Is carefully squeezed out and add- 
ed to the pulp. From the Iemon pulp 
every sced Is taken out. and then or 
ange and Iemon pulp fs placed in a 
detp dish and covered with three 
pounds of granulated sugar. The peel 
of the oranges and Iemons Is now cut 
into sections, carefully trimmed of all 
inner pith and cut In very thin slices 
omstraws. These are added to the pint 
of previously prepared slices of orange 
peel and the whole placed In a sauce- 
pan with sufficient water to just cover 
them. Then they are bolled gently ul 
the skins are perfectly cooked and 80 
tender that a small straw will plerce 
them casily. It may be necessary te 
add a lttle moro water from time to 
time. ‘There should be just enough 
water on tho pecls when they are 
cooked enough to barely cover them. 
To this are added the orange and lemon 
pulp and sugar, and’ the whole fs boll 
ed tll a ttle poured on a co's plate 
will set. The marmalade must be 
cooked slowly, and great care must be 
taken to prevent Its sticking on the 
bottom of the saucepan. This quantity 
will O11 six ordinary jelly, glasses ora 
ilttle more, and its cost is not more 
‘than 42 cents, an average of 7 cents a 
glass. This Is quite as good ns the 
marmalade bought In the stdres and 
very much cheaper, with the added 
advantage of knowing exactly what is 
fo It 









: The “Patch In Time.” 

Tt ls always an annoyance to find an 
otherwise unworn walst giving out on 
der the arms, ‘The constant rubbing of 
the arm against the bust causes the, 
material to break here when no other 
plcce has shown wear. Particularly ts 
this so with silk, although tho wash 
‘Goods show wear first here, and 8 
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Seeding is nothing more than a fine

depends on its being worked evenly. It 
is run In straight rows, with all stitch- 
es the same size. Those in cach row al- 
ternate with those in the row abore. 
If this is not done, the character of the 
work is quite spoiled. 








A Grape Umbrella. 

A good substitute for missing shade 
trees is made’as follows: Plant a stout 
post nine feet high where you want the 
shade, setting the post In two feet of 
earth; then nall firmly to the top of It 
at right angles two seven foot strips of 
2by 2 inch stuff. 

The next thing to do Is to ret two old 
tires from cart or wagon wheels, have’ 
a biacksmith weld them Into a biz 
ring and fasten the ring tightly to the 
end of the crosspicce, says the Delinea- 
tor. Set a three-year-old grapevine 
right against the post, coax it to rapid 
growth, and the thing Is done. - 

When the vine ends lap over the rim 
tet them hang down all round ft. Seats 
may be sct underneath. 





How to Light a Fire. 

Most people when sctting a fire lay 
the wood flat, crinscross over the paper 
in the bottom of the grate, but lot 
them try placing the wood sloping 
from the sides of the grate to the cen- 
ter. This forms a fu fer a free 
passage of alr, and as fame trav- 
els up the stick more quickly than It 
does across the result is that fewer 
pleces are required, and the fire bufns 
up more brightly and In half the tine 
that It usually takes, says Woman's 
Life. Then when placing a lump of 
coal on the fire if you wish It to last a 
long time lay it with the grain of the 
coal running across, as the Mame trav- 
els more slowly across than upward. 


Steaming the Face. 

A thorough steaming of the face is 
food occasionally, say once in ten 
days. The method of procedure is as 
follows; Hold the face over a basin of 


hot water and keep In the steam with ; 


a towel which covers the head and the 
basin, forming a sort of hood. After 
steaming for five minutes wash the 
face weil with warm water. The soap 
and werm water do the work of cleans 
ing. Cold water closes the pores and 
gives tone, sO\that the skin ts not too 
sensitive to the effects of beat or wind.

Soak three-fourths of a cupful of 
frago one hour In cokl water to cover, 
drain and add two and one-half cup-

London Magistrate's View of Domestic

A remark by Magistrate Fordham 
during the hearing of a case in the 





North London Police Court, to the /. 


effect that a woman ought to allow 
her husband to revise her visiting list.

rushing into which another mazts- 
trate, endorsing Mr. Fordham, says: 
“In almost every caso of domestic 
trouble in my court the cause may be 


to his wife. This is a perversion of 
the natural order of this Many 
years’ experience hes taught me that 


the Old Testament order is the saf- 
est for human happiness. The wife 
must be sub; to her husband, even 
where the husband is unworthy of 
mepect and veneration. She must 
yield to him on all points. Other- 
wise there will be trou sooner of 
later, It is the fashion # talk about 
mutual regard’ and absolute equal- 
ity. but it rarely works in practice. 
Tf the ;woman was not pre to 
honor and obey her husband she ought 
not to have married him.” 

A prominent London clergyman 

concurs mainly in this view. but ad- 
vocates a mutual understanding con- 
cerning men whom the wife is en- 
titled to receive. 
A lady in charge of the headquar- 
ters of the suffragettes emphatically 
dissented from the magistrate’s opin 
ion. She upheld absolute equality 
between wife and.@usband.

The marriage service, with its 
love, honor and obey, is an anachron- 
ism, The wife is entitled to as much 
liberty as the husband.”

LORD'S DAY ACT IN YUKON. 


Decision By Deputy Minister of Jus- 
tice Causes Consternation. 
Ottawa, June 14.—The Department 
of Jastics has decided that the Lord’s 
Day Act is applicable to the Yukon 
Territerynand. that it is the dnty of 
the officers Of the law. to enforce it. 
¥or some time tho opinion had been 





prevalent in the Yukon that the act 
could not be applied, inasmuch as its 
enforcement is entrusted to the “*At- 
torney-Genéral of the province,” and 

Yukon not being a province or 
having an Attorney-General, the terri- 
tory would be exempt. 

Deputy - Minister of Justice 
pointed out, however, that under the 
interpretation Act the Northwest Ter-' 
rilories and the Yukon are rented 
as provinces, the Attorney-General, 
for whom is the Attorney-General of 
the Dominion. 

There is consternation in Dawaon 
orer this decision, as it is contended 
that with the short summer season 
it will entail severe loss upon the 
mining and navigation interesta to 
suspend work on Sunday. 


Lady Suicides. 

Stratford, Juno 14.—Mrs. Patterson, 
aged about 70, glrowned herself in the 
river near Victoria Park yesterda 
afternoon. Her hat and cape wero 
noticed on the bank, and on search 
being made the body was found in 
shallow water. It is believed that she 
was in a state of temporary insanity 
when she committed the rash act. 

The body was discovered while the 
river was being dragged for another 
person, Samuel Rankin, Norman 
street, who disappeared at two o'clock 
yesterday morning, and it was believ- 
ed that he had drowned himself.

- To Mend Tinware. 

A unique method of mending tn- 
ware Is practiced by a clever house- 
keeper. After trying to solder a leaky 
pan with poor satisfaction one day In 
desperation she caught up a paper bag 
—the kind made of tough brown paper 
—and tore off a piece, which she past- 
ed across the hole on the outside, using 
cokl water paste, 

Hot water was then turned Into the 
pan and left to stang for a few min- 
utes, wher she found her makeshift 
patch was on so tight that scraping 
with a knife would not remove It. 

This patch remained in place for 
three weeks, or until the dishwasher 
set the pan on the slore to dry and 
burned off the paper. 

However, it was very casily replaced 
and is now my friend's regular method 
of mending certain pieces of tinware. 

In these days of poor tin used for 
cooking utensils this is a cheap and 
quick method worth passing on,

M. Nelidoff described this idea as a

sphere, to be always striven for but 
never attaineds Nations, like individ- 
uals, he said, quite frankly, “‘are hu- 
man, and not the most perfect judi- 
= tem ever invented could put 
an‘end to strife and Violence. 

“When honor and vital interests are 
at stake,” the speaker declared, “‘re- 
gardless of consequences, | neither the 
former ‘nor the lattér will nize’ 
any authority except personal ‘judg- 
ment and personal feelings.”

Paris, June 18.—The Government 
was defeated yesterday in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on the sugar clause of 
the wine bill, designed to prevent 
fraud. Finance Minister Calliaux in- 
sisted on a supplementary tax of 
sixty-five franca per hundred kilos on 
sugar used in the manufacture of cer- 
tain wines but the chamber rejected 
the proposal by ‘304 to 255 votes, 
whereupon the session was suspended.

Now it’is trag 
that the Prime Minister has person- 
al distinction, statssmanlika qualijics 
and a” yzenius for party leadership, 
but he has grovel to be a supreme 
opportunist, and ho has revealed a 
smiling contempt for thoso ideals 
which prance and plunge through an 
Aylsworth peroration, and which, +3 
has been maid, have jot into the 
Wrong pasture.

Pugsley’s Argument Failed —Crocket 
\ {8cores — Prosecution Says Public 
Life Would Be Made Intolerable— 
Net In Public Interest — Defence 
+ Quotes Parnell and Dilke Cases as 
Precedent for Newspaper Comment. 


Fredericton, N. B., June 21.—In the 
Emmerson’) libel suit yesterday the 
prosecution ‘filed the , promised de- 
murrer to the plea’ justification 
presented to. the Crocket counsel, and 
the six lawyers at once fell to work 
to convince. the judge on the one 
hand that the plea should not stand, 
and on the other that it should. 

As soon as Judgo Landry had tak- 
en his’ seat; Mr. Pugsley began: He 
was ready with a reply to the plea 
of the defence, a denial of the truth 
of the allegation and demurrer, The 
defence must, under. the code, prove 
that the R publication of the matter 
complained of was in the public’ in- 
terest and that the matter was true. 
Facts showing in what way the publi- 
cation wag for the public benefit must 
be set forth in the plea. 

This was the stand where J. D. 
Hazen; K.C.; leading counsel.for J. 'P: 
Crocket, might have been expected 
to ask for delay. 

Unpleasant Observations. 

“I was not served with this demar- 
rer till this morning,” he told ‘the 
cere exAtiomeys-General ped 
been lay yesterday preparing the 
document: ' Mr; Hazen would © have 
been justified in asking for same. TI 
do not ask it. I am ready to’go.on 
with the uments.” Mr. Pugsiey 
considered that this little speech of 
his learned friend’s called for re- 
marks. 

It was unfortunate Mr. Pugsley 
said that in the trial of the case coun- 
sel should see fit to make observa- 
tions of an unpleasant charaeter. The 
demurrer had been prepared as rapid- 
ly as ible, and not with an idea 
of a uly spreading facts upon the 


record. 

A. A. White, K.C., forthwith began 
the argument in support of the de- 
murrer, 

First Mr. White set out to argue 
that the indictment, while referring 
only to St. Lawrence Hall, left an 
inference that more than one hotel 
had been the scenes of objections. 
This the defence must in some way 
substantiate. Then ‘under the plea as 
drawn the defence should produce evi- 
dence to the association of Mr. Em- 
merson with women of ill-repute at 
other times and in other places. The 
plea should specify the times and 
places. 

: Term il\!-Repute. 

As to the term, ill-repute, the plea 
left the defence room to say that the 
ordinary sense of ill-repute was not 
meant; that they referred.only to 
those whose character had been al- 
fected by some indiscretion, who were 
addicted to drink, or who flirted with 
the men in a perfectly harmless way. 

E. J. D. Hazen, K.C., opened the 
argument. He explained again that 
he had not been able to prepare, and 
was thus at a disadvantage. 

Anxious To Go On, 

“My client is anxious .to go on, and 
will not take the responsibility for 
further delay.” 

Taking up the Criminal Code, Mr. 
Hazen said that in actions of defama- 
tory libel under the code, the defen- 
dant could plead that all alleged de- 
famatory matter was truc, and could 
justify. 

“We have set up no defence, excep 
that alleged defamatory matter was 
true.” 


Judge Landry pointed out that if 
the defence failed in the plea of jus- 
tification they would be in the same 
position as if the plea had not been 
entered. 

It is desirable that in the general 
life of the country we should have 
men of the highest character, said 
Mr, White, but the plea of the de- 
fence in this respect is “‘not law and 
not common sense.” Judge Landry 
and Mr, White agreed that the mat- 
ter of public interest must be deter- 
mined by the court, 

Another of Mr. White’s contentions 
was that a newspaper could not at- 
tack any minister in this way. It 
was not arguable “‘reductio ad ab- 
surdum,” said Mr. White, and he also 
said, “how could the Government, of 
the country be carried on.’ 

J. H. Barry quoted authorities in 
support of the contention that the 
private character of public men could 
not be discussed as matters of pub- 
lic interest. It had been said that 
a public man’s character was a mat- 
ter for investigation only by his con- 
stituenta. 

Too Narrow, Says Judge. 

“I should think that rather nar- 
tow,” said Judge Landry. “Lf the ac- 
cusation were against the Prime Min- 
ister and only constituents were 
to know of it, it might prevent other 
constituencies from judging as to his 
worthiness.”* 

Mr. Hazen took up the paragraphs 
of the demurrer seriatim. He said 
that to tell who ejected Mr. Emmer- 
son would be to give the evidence 
which ‘the authorities prohibited. 

In complaini that ill repute was 
not definite thc prosecution was fish- 
ing around for reasons. It is extire- 
ly unnecessary for'us to say in what 
way the reputation of these women 
was ill A woman of ill-repute is a 
woman whose reputation ill by

As to such matters being matters of 
public interest Mr. Hazen’ referred 
‘ojthe Parnell and Dilke cases in 
Erfglish history.

Paris, June 21.—The brief despatches 
which \reached Paris yesterday show- 
ed\that.the conflicts which have oc~ 
curred between the troop and mobs 
in the-south were moro‘ sanguinary 
than ‘at first suspectod.

of the superstructure.

Many 
soldiers were less seriously injured. 

incendiaries Driven Off. 

Narbonne, France, June 2t.—A vio- 
lent mob from the outlying villages 
gathered Wednesday night. They 
poured petroleum over the dgor of 
the sub-prefecture, which they set on 
fire, but were driven off after repeat- 
ed charges by the troops. In the 
course of the fighting the manifes- 
tants fired revolvers, but no one wax 
hit. The disorder was augmented by 
the absence of lights, the mob hav- 
ing cut the electric cables. In other 
parts, of the town barricades were 
erected. These were storm by the 
troops and torn down, onlyfto be set 
up again by. the rioters. 

Late last night Premier Clemence: 
reevived grave news from the “Midi, 
the district of the discontented winc- 
growers, where the exasperation of 
the people is increasing.

Provin- 
cinl Governments are to be asked to 
provide 59 per cent. of the cost of 
hospitals when, the balance ia pro- 
vided by municipalities; this is in 
{rddition to ordinary Government 
ysrants+for maintenance. 

The Dominion Govornment will be 
asked to establish several customs 
outports in Alberta and Saskatch> 
wen, to facilitate handling customs 
business. Demand will also be made 
for more adequate postal service 
throughout new -portions of the wes- 
torn provinces.

Tf your 
honor’s memory ia correct, on any 
charge of this nature bearing upon 
privaté character, if the court holds 
that the publication is in the public 
interest, no matter whether the state- 
ment is true or not, all the defendant 
has to do is to enter the box, give 
the source of his information, and say 
that on reasonable ground he believes 
the statement to be truce.” 

Judge Landry went over the code 
on this subject, and Mr. Pugsley pro- 
ceeded to declare that under hia hon- 
or’s ruling there could be no suc- 
cessful prosecution {@ libel. 

A discussion arose as to whether 
Judge Landry had actually held that 
The Gleaner publication was in the 
public interest. 

“I said that I was not convinesd 
that it was not,” said the judge, “But 
I am ready to make the stronger de- 
claration, and say I believe it to 
have been in the public interest.” 

Mr. Pugsley forthwith, with due de- 
ference, necused the judge of doing 
what no other judge had ever donc. 
The defence should have known that 
if he filed a plea of justification the 
crown would ask for and be entitled 
to an adjournment. 

“I ask for this commission as a 
matter of right.” 


Court Overrules Motion. 


John Lloyd, the ex-night clerk, and 
Harry Dean, ex-night watchman, at 
the St. Lawrence Hall, were then 
placed on the stand.

Petty Officers Graft From Contract- 
ors In Construction Works. 

London, June 24.—Grave irregu-

The shooting was the sequel 
to the buggy ride taken on the even- 
ing prior to the homicide, by young 
Estes and Misa Elizabeth Loving, the 
19-year-old daughter of Judge Loving. 
The girl, when brought home, had 
been drinking, and it is alleged that 
her escort had maltreated her. Act- 
ing under the impulse that his 
daughter had been drugged and as- 
saulted, Judge Loving immediately 
went in search of Estes. After the 
“shooting he said:—“I shot to kill. 
Every drop of blood in my body call« 

for vengeance, I would have gone 
a hundred miles to kill him!”

#0 shows deterioration. The churches are 
beginning to foel the effects cf this falling 
offin the ministerial sapply and chorch 
committees are experiencing incressing 
difficulty in obtainiog men to supply re" 
cant polpits. It is pointed out that in 
thirty evangelical theological semicaries 
in the country there is a ehor.age of about 
four handred men, as compared with the 
number studying for the ministry ten 
years ago, and despite the great increase 
in ‘population. In the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States, there ae 
one-third less men stacying for the min- 


¢ | istry than ten-years ago, and yet the mem- 


bership of that church during this peclod 
has increased from 1,024,000 to 1,304,000, 
Ten years ago there was one ministerial 
candidate for every 640 church members.

The Ship’s Log. 

The ship's log consists of s loz chip 
and a log line. The log chip Is a piece 
of board, shaped like the fourth part 
of a circle, loaded with lead on the 
round side, so that it will stand up In 
the water. The log Mne ts 150 to 200 


reel, so held as to let it run ont easily. 
ay, Une is divided Into equal parts by 
bits of string run through {t, each 
marked. by the number of knots Init; 
hence these divisions are called knots. 
The log chip when thrown into the wa- 
ter stands still and draws out the log 
line as fast as it unwinds, and the 
speed of the ship Is shown by the num- 
ber of knots that run out in balf a min- 
ute. The usual Iength of a knot ts 
473 feet. When it ls known how many 
of.these run out in half a minute, it is 
easy to calculate how many would ron 
out in an“hour by multiplying by 120 
The record of the heaving of the log, 
as well as all important things happen- 
Ing on shipboard, is made in a log 
book.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

{ Rickshaws and Dandies. 
In the mountain districts of India 

t principal vehicles of passenger 

cofiveyance are the rickshaw and the 
dandy, with which Rodyard Kipling 
has made us famillaf. The rickshaw 
ts pushbec and pulled through the 
streets and on the roads leading out 
Into the country by four coolles, and 
the dandy is carried on the ‘shoul- 
ders of four and sometimes six coolies. 
Saddle ponies are also used to some ex- 
tent. but most of the inhabitants and 
quite all visitors use the rickshaw and 
dandy. The latter Is constructed on 
the plan of a sicigh box, but longer. A 
pole ts attached fore and aft, which is 
long enough to give a springy motion 
when the coolies are walking and trot- 
ting. A crosspliece rests on the shou)- 
ders of the coolles and ts shifted now 
and then from one shoulder to the oth- 
er for rest. By the command of the 
cooly in charge this shift Is made si 
tuultaneously. 


Castle Garden. 

Castle Garden was built by the Tnit- 
ed States In 1807 from the plans of 
Lieutenant Colonel Jonathan Wiliams, 
C. E, apd was called Fort Clinton. In 
1&2 it was ceded to New York city. In 
1824 [t became a place of amusement 
and about 1826 got the name of Castle 
Garden. In 1545 there were Ethlopian 
minstrela there, In 1847-49 theatrical 
companies played there, and In 1850 
Jenny Lind sang there. In 1855 it was 
closed as a place of amusement, and 
the commissioners of immigration tcok 
it as an immigrant depot. In 1870 it 
suffered from fire, and og July 9, 1576, 
it waS burned to the ground. It was 
rebullt at once. In 1892 the depot was 
moved to Ellis island, and Castile Gar- 
cen reverted to the city, which tn 1996 
opened an aquarium there.

THE SACRED CODFISH. 


Massachusgtts Statehouse. 

A codsh carred in wood hangs. on 
the white mahogany wall of the Massa- 
chusetts hall of representatives In the 
statehouse In Boston. Between two 
classic pillars it occupies a place of 
honor, directly opposite the desk of 
the presiding officer. This wooden fish 
is the renowned original sacred codfish 
of the Old Colony, and it has assisted 
at the deliberations of the lawmakers 
of Massachusetts for more Than a telr 
tury and a half, gathering sanctity year 
by year. It fs a relic of the od bulld- 
ing wh} the present state- 
house, and great Is the dignity of this 
souvenir of colonial art and industry. 

The following account of its origin 
is giten ina Boston paper: 

“Captain John Welch of Boston was 
the-creator and carver of the celebrat- 
ed fish. He was a wood carver of re- 
nown for his time and in 1747 estab- 
lUshed his business in Dock square. He 
belonged to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery company and afterwanl be- 
came Its captain. He was calicd upon 
to contribute to the decoration of the 
colonial agsembly hall, and as at that 
period codfish was the colony’s main 
article of export Captain Welch con- 
celved the idea of immortalising the 
king fish of the Massachusetts waters. 
When completed the carving was fin- 
fished off and colored so as to be a fac 
simile of life and was hung on the

Reasons Why Ancient Fiddles Are Bet- 

ter Than New. 

Fabulous prices are sometimes paid 
for old violins, and many an tnthusi- 
astic musician would part with his 
last dollar to possess one of the mas- 
terpleces of Stradivarius or Guarneri- 
us or another of the famous makers of 
a century or two ago. 

The questioned superiority of these 
oki and often battered Instruments has 
been variously ascribed to the peculiar 
quality the varnish used in their 

to the elasticity of the 
‘wood employed and to the ripening and 
improving effects of age and jong use. 

Of. late years, howerer, mach cre- 
dence has been given the suggestion 
of an eminent authority that the real 
cause of the superiority of the old in- 
struments is dve to a peculiar warp- 
ing of the wood to a higher arch, a 
buckling caused by the position of the 
“EF” boles and sound post.
